The Situation of Affairs in the Coke 
Regions. 

ScorTpaxs, Pa., May 5.—The contest be- 
tween the striking cokers and the operators 
seems to be growing fiercer every day.

August. 

AsErvIL Is, N. C., May 5.— [Special. — 
There will be a reunion of the survivors of the 
confederate army in this state in August. The 
reunien will be held at Wrightsville, on the 
coast, on the camp grounds of the North Caro- 
lina state guard, and immediately following 


the annual encampment of that organization. 


This state had 130,000 soldiers in the war— 
more in proportion to its population than any 
other southern state. Of this number about 
30,000 were killed while fighting for their 
cause, and it is estimated that there are now 
fully 40,000 survivors of the state troops. 

An immense crowd will be present, as this 
is the firat reunion of the North Carolina 
troops. Many prominent men will be pres- 
ent, and will add interest to the occasion by 
speeches, Great preparations for entertain- 
ment will be made by the people of Wilming- 
ton, near which place the camp is located. 


A MODERN ABRAHAM. 


Mr. Jessup Erccts an Altar and Attempts 
to Sacrifice His Grandchild. 

BRIDGEWATER, Conn., May 5.—Oliver H. 
Jessup, one of the most prominent citizens of 
the town, has gone insane. He was taken 
violently illafew days ago, but refused to 
allow a doctor to come to the house, and he 
relied solely on the faith-cure advocates, who 
surrounded his bed day and night. 

Jessup at length conceived the idea that he 
was a second Abraham and that the Lord re- 
quired a human sacrifice. On Thursday, be- 
ing left alone for a few minutes, he prepared 
for the horrible affair by constructing an altar 
out of his bedroom furniture, around which he 
piled a heap of combustibles. Then he caught 
his little grandchild, a year old, and placed 


her on the altar and prepared toignite it. 

The child’s cries attracted a member of the 
family, and the old man was nearly killed in 
the struggle to restrain him.

A PITTSBURG BLAZE. 


Destruction of a Seven-Story Building and 
a Church.

IN PUTTING AN END TO THE MAFIA 
CROWD. 


WHAT THE GRAND JURY HAS 10 SAY. 


O'Malley Proves to Be One of the Worst 
Seountirels Unhung — The Corrupt 
Practice of Court Officials, Etc. 


New Onizans, May 5.—After six weeks’ 
investigation the grand jury completed its 
labors on the Hennessy case and the killing of 
the Italians at the parish prison, by preseht- 
ing a special report at 4:30 o’clock this after- 
hoon. It is a very long document. Three 
thousand words at the beginning are devoted 
to the subject of the alleged bribery of the 
jury which tried the Italians. The grand juty 
is emphatic in the expression ef the assured 
conviction that the result of that 
trial was due to tampering with the jury 
by Detective O'Malley and others associated 
with and employed by him. The method by 
which this conclusion is reached is stated, cir- 
cumstanees reviewed, and difficulties thrown 
in the way of the investigation set forth, and 
the repert proceeds to say: 

But sufficient evidence was offered by voluntary 


and reliable witnesses to justify the indictment 


of six men, as follows: Thomas McCrystol aud 
John Cooney, with D. C. O'Malley, for attempting 
to bribe a talesman, and Bernard Glaudi, Charles 
Granger and Ferneard Armeant, forattempt by 
each to bribe three different talesmen. These 
parties are clearly shown to haye been intimate 
with O'Malley, informed of all doings, and were 
active workers in the jury fixing business gen- 
erally, 

We are prompted to express ourselves in depre- 
cation of the hesitation of many of our citizens 
to be. connected with criminal prosecution by 
seeking relief from jury duty.

Montezuma, Ga., May 5.—[Special.]—The 
departure of C. M. Faulk for the far west, car- 
rying with him three victims of his passion, 

culminates an ugly state of affairs which has 
tor sometime existed around Snow, in Dooly 
county. The story of his crime, as stated by 
The Record, is sensational. 

For years Faulk has been defying public 
opinion, dutraging decency and making the 
community smell bad generally on account of 
his ugly conduct. He had prostituted two or 
three young girls who resided near him, and the 
patience of the neighbors became. threadbare 
after a long time. A band of white caps was 
formed, though they wore no masks, to rid the 
community of such undesirable people. They 
tried to catch Faulk at the house several 
times, but he was entirely too slick for them. 
He heard that they were after him and he re- 
mained away from their home for some time. 
As soon as the matter quieted down he went 
there again, but was not caught. These 


citizens openly declared their purpose and 
made no special secret oftheir work toget 
rid of a vicious and demoralizing set, and went 
to the home of the girls, took them out and 
chastised them very severely, giving them a 
certain length of time to leave the county. 
They wanted to punish Faulk too, but could 
not apprehend him. Faulk has a family, and 
his wife owns a good farm, and has unlimited 
credit with merchants in Montezuma. She is 
a good woman and has the respect of all her 
neighbors. 

In commenting on this incident The Record 
is moved to say: : 

We know of other communities where vigilance 
committees could do good workin ridding the 
country of very undesirable peopie, who, if pos- 
sible, are worse than the Dooly county case.

Moreland Park Cadets on St. Simon's 
Island. 


‘Brunswick, Ga., May 5.—[Special.]—One 
of the most thoroughly established encamp- 
ments oyer on the beach of old St. Simon’s is 
that of the Moreland Park Cadets, of Atlanta.

WHAT WILL THE TY DO 


To Make the Augusta, Gibson and San- 
dersville Pay? 

Avausta, Ga., May 5.— [Special. The 
Augusta, Gibson and Sandersville railroad is 
still in default of paying the January interest 
on its bonds, but the chanve of an early settle- 
ment of some kind is good. 

Your correspondent received this informa- 
tion ex-cathedra. There is no doubtinow but 
what the narrow gauge road is owned by the 
Central railroad, though it stands in the name 
of Swann, Stetson and other gentlemen 
friends of the Central. When they bought it 
they bought a pigin a bag, they say, as they 
had not gone over or seen the road, and only 
took it in on speculation which had not been 
very profitable to them. 

After the road was purchased the new own- 
ers went over it and thoroughly examined the 
road, and they found it could not be made to 
pay, as it was only a local road without any 
connections,and that they had made a bad 
trade. They had bought up the full issue of 
the second mortgage bonds, $135,000, at fifty 
cents on the dollar, which was equal to $60,- 
000. They had to spend $45,000 more on the 
road in paying back interest and the floating 
debt. For repairs to trestles, putting in new 
crossties and fixing bridges they had to ex- 
pend 460,000 more, which makes a total of 
$120,000 that the owners have expended since 
they took charge of the road a year ago. 

The owners are now debating in their 
minds whether they will lose the $120,000 
they have sunk in the road, or whether 
they will broaden in and tack it on to 
the Central at Tennville. The extension from 
Sandersville, the present terminus of the 
road,to Tennville would not exceed two miles. 
By the extension they would thus make it a 
feeder of the Central system, and they say as 
a local or narrow gauge road it cannot support 
itself, and not even earn operating expenses, 
to say nothing about paring $24,000 interest 
annually on the bonds. They believe that 
with the gauge broadened and the road made 
a feeder to the Central road, it can earn 5 per 
cent interest certain, and they are now con- 
sidering the matter carefully, and in a few 
days a corps of competent engineers will sur- 
vey the road from Augusta to Sandersville 
and ascertain how much it will take to 
broaden the gauge, straighten the curves, put 
up substantial trestles, iron bridges - and 
equip the road, making it a  first- 
class standard gauge road. If the 
engineer’s estimate is not too large, and it will 
not exceed more than $12,000 a mile, the 
chances are they will issue new bondé bearin 
5 per cent interest, long date guaran 
Richmond and Danville by the Central rail- 
road. ae | will offer these new bonds to the 
old bondholders in exchange for old ones, pa 
ing them the differences in back interest in 
a, If the old bondholders accept the new 
bonds in exchanges, all right; if not, then they 
will force the old road to go to sale and pur- 
chase it on the best terms that can be made. 

Some of the Central railroad peuple claim 
that it is best for them to lose the entire $120,- 
000 already invested and let it go by the board 
as a bad speculation. . 

It is thought that the plan of broadening 
and extending the road will be ad and 
your correspondent heard a bondholder today 
say that he would surrender his old bonds for 
new 5 per cent guaranteed ones, for then he 
could sell them at par. It is almost certain 
that other bondholders will do the same. If 
the extension is made the Central road will 
have two branch roads entering Augusta from 
the main line.

Is There to Be a Rupture? 

It is given out from Washington that 
tliere are signs of a conflict between Mr. 
Harrison and his secretary of state, and tlie 
newspaper correspondents are trying to 
make something out of it in order to pad 
out their information during the dull sea- 
son. We believe the friends of Mr. Blaine 
are more nervous and excited than the sec- 
retary himself, and out of this hysterical 
feeling on their part grow the rumors that 
find their way into the newspapers. 

Nevertheless, the situation is undoubtedly 
an interesting one, and if Mr. Blaine wére 
as sensitive as he used to be, there would 
undoubtedly be some danger of a rupture. 
One of the elements of interest is Mr. Har- 
rison’s son Russell, who seems to take 
a fiendish delight in speaking ‘‘authorita- 
tively’? for Mr. Blaine in Frank Leslie’s 
Illustrated newspaper, in which the Harri- 
son family has an editorial interest. It 
is young Russell’s mission just at this time 
to fret and worry the friends of Mr. Blaine 
by showing conclusively that the secretary 
of state is so ‘‘loyal’’ to the head of the ad- 
ministration that he has no other thought 
beyond that of promoting the desire of Mr. 
Harrison to serve a second term. 

While speaking authoritatively for Mr. 
Blaine, young Harrison does not hesitate fo 
speak authoritatively for the head of the 
administration. He has announced, for in- 
stance, that to the president and not to Mr. 
Blaine is due the credit of the reciprocity 
treaties. Mr. Harrison himself, in his Gal- 
seston speech, confirmed every claim that 
Son Russell had made, but, somehow or 
other, the presidential utterance doesn’t 
geem to worry the friends of Mr. Blaine so 
much as the casual editorial remarks of Son 
Russell. They say that the claims set up by 
Son Russell are contrary to the records and 
the history of the reciprocity business. 

To add to the fretfulness of Mr. Blaine’s 
friends and to complicate the situation, Mr. 
McKinley, who has never forgiven the sec- 
retary of state for his active opposition to 
the new tariff law, comes forward and de- 
elares that to President Harrison is due the 
credit for the invention of the machinery by 
which the present system of machinery was 
wrougst out. McKinley says he saw the 
matter in Mr. Harrison’s handwriting. On 
this point a much disturbed friend of Mr. 
Blaine is quoted as saying that the reci- 
procity resolution, as it was adopted, was in 
Senator Aldrich’s handwriting * not Mr. 
Harrison's.

Commenting on some remarks in Tun 
Doxsrrrurrox in regard to the necessity for 
remonetizing silver by means of free coinage, 
Editor Murat Halstead says: The United 
States has coined hundreds of millions of 
legal tender silver dollars. What is that but 
monetizing silver?“ By the injection of this 
powerful fhterrozation Mr. Halstead exposes 
himself to ridicule. He should not, in the 
haste and hurry of his effort to prove his 
fealty to the mighty golden calf of Wall 
street, permit himself to forge’ that the sil- 


ver question should be discussed on the basis 


of common sense. We believe that Mr. 
Halstead's ignorance, implied in the question 
he asks, is pure àtfectation. He certainly 
understands that so long as our mints are 
closed to the coinage of silver on equal terms 
With gold, the white metal is demonetized, 
aud its value a matter of speculation.

tion. These millions have come out of the 
pockets of the cotton and grain producers of 
the United States, 

Mr. Halstead ought to describe this process 

of spoliation to his readers, It is a theme 
worthy of his gifted pen. The price of 
American cotton and grain is determined by 
what the surplus will fetch in foreign mar- 
kets. The price in these foreign markets is 
itself determined by the price of silver bul- 
lion. If the English trader is able to buy a 
dollar’s worth of Indian wheat for seventy- 
five cents’ worth of silver, or for eighty 
cents’ worth of silver, the transaction fetches 
the price of American wheat down to the 
silver valuation. So with cotton, and so it 
would be with every other American product 
compelled to compete with India. 
„We can but believe that Mr. Halstead was 
in a hilarious mood when he cheerfully re- 
marked that England is not ruining herself 
by maintaining the gold standard. He ought 
to have broadened his joke by showing how 
England’s gold standard is ruining thejfarm- 
efs of the United States. Yet his suggestion, 
if it is a serious one, shows a deplorable lack 
of information and sympathy, for we arc led 
to infer that England’s prosperity is a matter 
which the people of this country should 
further and add to by keeping silver in its 
demonetized and depreciated condition. We 
have long observed that the prosperity of 
British traders is of far more importance to 
the republican goldbugs than the prosperity 
of our own people. These British traders 
need depreciated silver in their. business of 
robbing the American farmers, and Mr. 
Halstead and his coparceners are anxious 
that the United States should co-operate 
with them. 


Facts About Taxes. 


The Washington Post presents some in- 
teresting tax figures. 

For the next two years our government 
will spend annually more than $500,000, 000.

Nor can we doit with a year’s product of 
cotton, wool, rye, barley, wine, potatoes and

The combined capitalization of our na- 
tional banks is $599,000,000. One year’s 
taxes will nearly swallow it up. 

Now, all this is the federal tax. We have 
also to pay city, county and state taxes. 

We pretend to be a nation of plain peo- 
ple, with no aristocracy, no princes, no 
standing army and no expensive frills, and 
yet our taxes are more enormous than those 


“of Austria, Germany or Great Britain. 


When we calmly consider these facts and 
figures it must be admitted that the outlook 
is not very encouraging. ‘But such evils 
always lead to a reaction. The people will 
be forced by stern necessity to demand re- 
form or revolution, and in a country like 
ours such a state of public sentiment is 
bound. to crystallize into reform. 


A Century Behind the Times.

Has Hard Work to 
Secure a Location, but Is 
Now Satisfied.

A new city prison. 

Atlanta now seems certain of one. 

To most Atlantians, however, the location 
en em Ela distant from the union 


pot. 
But Atlanta is now growing with great 


And the union depot is losing its prestige as 
a common center. 

Just now the city needs nothing more than 
it needs a new city prison. Time and time 
again it has been shown conclusively that the 
present building is not only too small, but that 
it is absolutely a place where illness,disease and 
death have been produced. 

Than Captain English, chairmain of the 
board of police commission, nor no one knows 
the exact facts better. For three years he has 
been working assiduously to secure a new 
prison for the city. In fact, Mr. English has 
worked harder to secure a new home for law- 
breakers than he has worked for a dozen fea- 
tures which he has secured. 

This year he has an able lieutenant in Mr. 
Woodward, chairman of the committee on 
public buildings and grounds. 

Like Captain English, Mr. Woodward is 
convinced thata new city prison isan abso- 
lute necessity. Early this year he caused the 
appointment of a special committee, composed 
by the resolution of the finance committee and 
the public buildings and grounds committee, 
the chairman of the police committee, to se- 
cure a location for the prison and to provide 
for the erection of a new building. 

The committee has proposed plan after plan, 
and now that a building site has been selected 
every member feels better. 

“Last year the matter was discussed time and 
time again,“ said Mr. Woodward, yesterday, 
put nothing could be done. We secured an 
excellent place on Ivy street, near Edgewood 
avenue, and agreed to buy it; but people own- 
ing property near by kicked, and we had to 
give it up. 

‘Then this year,“ he went on, the joint 
committee has had several places under con- 
sideration. Every time, however, we have 
been knocked out. No one knows the 
trouble we have had in doing the work. We 
selected this year and secured the Benevolent 
Home, on Waverly Place, but the aldermanic 
board killed that. Then every pare we tried 
Was opposed.” 

„Atlanta needs a new prison?“ 

„Most assuredly That a new and larger 
station should be built is beyond question. 
The present place is a foul blot upon Atlanta's 
fair name, and one that should not be allowed 
a minute longer than is necessary 
to erect a new building. Peo- 
ple who are arrested for city 
offenses are not criminals, in any senge of the 
term. The majority of the arrests made 
are for disorderly conduct and drink- 
ing. Why should they, before trial, be treated 


worse than a convict in the penitentiary ? The | 


state prescribes the number of feet of air for 
each Convict, and if the lessees should crowd 
their risoners together as the city is doin 
their leases Some be declared forfeited, an 
rightfully so. Think of seventy-five or 100 
men, women and children being crowded into 
an illy ventilated room hardly 25x50 feet in 
size. There have been deaths in this pen, 
and, n from no other cause than from 
r air.’ 

Why not — d on the present lot?“ 

„There has been some talk in favor of build- 
ing the new station house on the vacant lot in 
the rear. But I am decidedly opposed to that 
pro ition for various reasons—one is that 
there is not enough room, and another vital 
reason isthat it would be right against. the 
rear end of the stores and dressmaking places 
fronting on Whitehall street, Which are al- 
ways filled with ladies, who work in them, 
and others who are trading or having work 


subject them to the mortification of hearing 
the profane and ugly language. and, then, too, 
breathing the unpleasant odors natural to 
such institutions. Another reason for not lo- 
cating at that place is its being in the center 
of a block surrounded by large buildings. This 
alone would cut off all air getting to it, and it 
would therefore be a veritable oven.’ 

„Why was the Decatur street location se- 
lected ?”’ 

In selecting the location convenience should 
be taken into consideration.“ J mean conven- 
ience to the location where the largest num- 
ber of arrests are made. That would naturally 
carry the station house to Decatur street. 
Then I believe that Atlanta should have one 
main or central station located on Decatur 
street, and two small sub-stations—one located 
out on Manetta street, and one about Peters 
street and the Central railroad crossing. I | 
name those three places because seven-eighths | 
of the arrests made in Atlanta are from those 
three streets and their localities. Decatur 
street is to Atlanta what Chatham and — 
son streets combined are to New York city 
any trouble shquid ever occur in Atlanta 
the chances are ten to one that it will start on 
Decatur street. Ifthe main or central station 
is located on that street it will have a tendency 
to it, and therefore be a decided benefit, 
and close at had in case of trouble. With the 

ub-stations erected there will be no neces- 
sy of hauling prisoners through the central 
part of the cityin daytime, as they can be 
carried to the main station early ev morn- 
ing before the people are on the street going 
to their different callings. 

“There is another matter of vital interest to 
the city, and that is a larger bnd better stock- 
ade in which prisoners have to serve out their 
sentence. The present placeis a to 
Atlanta. It was built several years ago, and 
will not properly accommodate mere than 
about thirty prisoners. That place will not 
do for Atlanta now. Just think of 125 peo. 
ple being crowded into a building never in- 
tended to accommodate more than thirty.

THE CHICAGO MARKET. 


Features of the Speculative Movement in 
Grain and Provisions. 

CHICAGO, May 5.—Wheat started out weak, made a 
very respectable showing for the greater part of the 
session, and then collapsed utteriy. 1t was evident 
beforg the day closed that the bear crowd had given 
the market the only strength that it had, and that the 
bulge was only to shake out troublesome tailers, to 
entrap more bulls, and to give the bears a chance to 
get out more wheat at satisfactory prices, The plan 
worked like a charm. The bulls kept on working until 
the official closing cablea came in, when they all began 
to throw their wheat overboard. Not only were the 
London, Liverpool, Paris, Berlin and Antwerp wheat 
markets in a demoralized condition, but quotations on 
British Consuls and French Rentes showed that the 
money markets abroad were little exercised. This 
created almost a panic, July wheat starting at 990 
100'4, against 100% at the close yesterday, and sold up 
on early bullish reports to 1014; with very little reac- 
tion. The bulls felt secure in the face of a decline of 
11 per bushel within the last two weeks. Then the 
bears began to unload; prices broke to 101, halted and 
dropped to 100, and then slumped on bearish cable re- 
ports and a bear raid to the lowest point of the day 
—97's—closing at 975,@%%. A great deal of wheat held 
on narrow margins and stop-loss orders was thrown 
over in the closing minutes. 

Corn was depressed early by the immense receipts 
for this time of the year, 885 car loads, besides 3,000 
bushels by canaland by the fact that at Liverpool 
the prices were 3 pence lower, then rallied with wheat 
and because of the estimates of but 330 cars for tomor- 
row, and finally broke with wheat and because of the 
sales by the bear crowd. 

Weakness in corn, heavy receipts and sales of a line 
of long property caused an early break in oats, July 
opening at 46's, sold off to 45%, and then on good buy- 
ing, rallied to 17, but it sawed off later and closed 
at 464. 

Prices of provislons was the highest at the opening 
aud the lowest at the close. The net result of the day's 
trading show a loss for July option of 60c in pork; 10c 
in lard and 17'¢c in ribs as compared with the closing
